I hompson and family and the property at 415 is the home of 
I larry j. \\ ilson and family. Both properties are owned by 
Mrs. Dominick Barrett. 
I he flames spread so rapidly and the heavy smoke filled 
both residences so quickly that Mrs. Harry J. Wilson, with 
three small children, had to be assisted into the home of Mrs. 
Sharpies* Walters at 4F> Binkley street, where they were 
given shelter. Furniture was t arried out of both buildings. 
It is hell eved that the flames had considerable start in the 
interior portion before breaking outside where the fire was dis- 
covrred. When the firemen arrived they found the roofs of 
bot Ii structures ablaze with heavy smoke pouring from all 
cracks and crevices. 
I argo crowds of spectators were attracted to the se ce ne and 
traffic was at a stand still on Buckley street during tile height 
of the blaze. 
I he high winds blew the water back off the build­ 
ings and drenched the spectators. Mrs. \V ilson said she did not 
know bow the fire started or where. 
We balkan oil burner in

the time, said she knew nothing of the fire until someone 
knocked at her door and informed her. "I ran to the third floor 
but there w a s no flame or smoke.
